The Environmental Services Department Ridgehaven Building holds the nation's
first Energy Star label for buildings. One of the sustainability features is the rooftop
and carport photovoltaic system installed in 2003 as a demonstration project.
Other city facility solar installations followed throughout the years totaling the
production capacity of 2.3 MW of electricity annually. The Energy & Sustainability
Division is managing the O&M of these existing solar sites. The team is working
collaboratively with PUD staff to include their solar sites in the O&M contract as
well.

One of the Energy Division's projects currently in construction includes 19 sites
covering city libraries, recreation centers and police stations. 10 of 19 solar sites has
been completed bringing additional 3.0 MW to the City's solar portfolio when done.
The RFP for Solar Phase Il was recently finalized as the team enthusiastically
continues to progress with contributions to reach the City's 100% renewables goal in
2035.
